The following Bill was introduced in the Council ot State on the 3rd April , 
1947 :

WHEREAS forciblo conversion is not raongnizod iudor any 
oivilized system of jurisprudence and wherous there has kmen 
forciblo mass conversion during tho recant disturbance in Noakhali 
and other districts of Bengal in the yoar 1946 and whorcas it is 
necessary to remove doubts as to the personal low to he appliod to 
persons so converted and to doolari the invalidity of marriages 
contracted or solemnized after such conversion As Flo to nako 
provision for the children that may be born of such invalid mar 
riages ; 

It is horeby enacted as follows : 

1. This Aot may be called the Forciblo Concorsion - sund Mar- Short titlo . 
riuxe : Nullification Act, 1917, 
2. It shall come into force at 0200 .

3 . It is horoby declared thut the conversion of persons Pro 
forring one faith to another by force , l i2 ., major threat of injury 
to the person or proporty , or inducement of any kind, e.g ., preser 
vation of property or safety of lifu an limb et 1 time of civil or 
othor commotion is null and void , and shall bo cleemed to have been 
null and void wbonovar # question relating thoroto fills to be deter 
mined by A Court, f, f Law . 

4 . It is horoby furthor declured that muriayos solemnised or 
gono through or registused hetWoha Any Auch couvortod Hindu 
malo or femalu who was converted oftor the 15th August, 1946 
Aval Muasalman , is null and void , and that thr Musulman ApOUHO 
shall have no riglots over the person or proporty of the converted

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Hindu spouse oither during his or her lifetime or after death . It 
i further declared that the Hindu spousa sball boat liborty to marry 
according to the tonota of his or her own law . 

5 . The personal law of the person so converted by foroe , throat 
or inducement shall continuo to apply and shull ho deemed always 
to havo applied to him and his property . 

6 . (a ) The custody of persona no converted by people prof . 
essing the faith into which tho conversion is alloged to have been 
fmade shall be deemed to be unlawful and punishable according to 
law . 

(b ) No punishmont or panalty shall however be inquired by a 
person if within 7 days of the passing of this Act the said person 
makon uver the alleged convert to his or her relatives or to the 
noarest Court . 

(s ) Notwithstanding anything in the Indian Penal Code „ very 
yuch person having custody of a Hindu shall be doomed to havo 
committed the offence of kidnapping under the Indian Penal Code , 
soouiony 359 - 362, Anil shall be punishablo under section , 363 - 369 , 
In such cases the age of the person kidnapped or his or he 
consont shall not be matorial or 8 rolovunt fact . 

my. The children born of the womb ofsuch Hindu women shalt 
he deemod to bo Hindus and governod by tho Hindu Law and the 
Mussalman father or other relations shall hav , no rights over their 
Por () 1 or protv . 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


There have been forciblo ma99 conversions , abductions and marriages in 
Noakhali and Tippera Distriotz in Bongul. The mentality bəhind thego barbarities 
is still at work and it is therefore nedossary to make a declaration ofthe legal position . 
This Bill is introduoed with that objeot in view .

The following Report of the Select Committee on the Bi l to mako provision 
for assistance to the rubber plantation industry by rogulnting export from 
and import into British Indin of rubber and the sales of rubber therein and by 
other means , was presented to the Legislative Assembly on the 1st April , 1947 : - 

We, the undersigned , members of the Select Committee to which the Bi 
make provision for assistance to the rubber plantation industry by regulating expo 
from and import into British India of rubber and the sale of rubber therein and b 
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other means was referred , have considered the Bill and have now the honour to 
submit this our Report, with the Bill as amended by us annexed thereto . 


The long title , preamble and clause 2 have been revised to indicate more precisely 
the scope of the Bill . 


Clause 3 . — 1 Vinw of tho changes we have made in the substantivo provisions 
of the Bill , the definitions of " approved " and " licensod " originally contained in 
sub -olause (a ) of this clause will no longer bo required and that sub -clause has ao 
oordingly been omitted . We have inserted the usual definitions of " export " and 
“ import " , and added to the definition of “ rubber " in order to mako it clear that 
all forms of law rubber ATA OOV "Ted by that orpr n ion . 


Clause 4 , sub -clause ( 3 ). In addition to formal changes we havo provided in 
itom ( ) for the nomination of two mombers representing manufaoturers to be nomi. 
nated respectively by tho two principal associations in India , and one more member 
to be nominated hy the Central Government to represent other manufacturers . 


Clause 5 . - Sub - clause ( 2 ) which is now contains the usual and nocessary pro 
vision for filling casual vacancies . 


Oluwse 7 . - While the Board is suitably constitutod for its main function of 
promoting the lov lonel of rubber production in tho country, we consider that 
it is for that very reason not the ideal body to advise the Central Government 
regarding the fixation of price lovels under clause 13 (originally clause 15 ). It is 
natural that rubbor producing interests should havo a much larger representation 
on the Board than the manufacturers of rubber articles , but in the important matter 
of recommending to Government the maximum or minimum prices of rubber in 
the Indian market, the two intorests should in our opinion have an equal voice . 
We have thereforo proposed the constitution of a Price Advisory Committee of the 
Board with two mombers olected by the Board to represent rubber producing 
interests and two to represent manufacturing interests , and three independent 
Government nominees . 


Clause 3 . - Clauses 8 and 9 of the Bill an introduced have been combinod and 
revised , for the most part formally . We havo , howover , omitted tho provizion 
requiring the Board to approve ostates , approve dealers and licenso dealors for the 
purposes of the Aot, and to tako such steps as may be necessary for the efficient 
marketing of rubber. The Bill an introducod provides for a multiplicity of permits 
licenoos and transit certificatos which appoars to us to be unduly Oumbrous and 
restrictivo . W . have thereforo decided to omit all provisions relating to the 
approving and licensing of estates and dealore, the issue of purchaso permits to 
manufacturers , and the grant of transit certificates , and in lieu thereof insert a 
single provision enabling the Board to control sale transaotions by opon general 
lice . oes and special lioenoes . 


From clauso 9 , some re -numbering and re - arrangement of clauses havo been 
found necessary . References to the clauses of the Bill as introduced are given 
in brackets. 


Clause 9 (old clauses 33 and 14 ). - In sub -clauso (1 ) express provision is made 
for the dissolution of tho Indian Rubber Production Board which was functioning 
during the war period . Sub - clause (2 ) of old clauso 14 has been sightly oxpanded . 
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Clause 10 . – We think that the work of registering estates and ownors for tho 
purposes of the Act should be done by the Board and that there is no need to have 
registering officers appointed by the Provincial Governments in this bchalf . The 
relevant rules may be made by the Central Government inatoad of the Provincial 
Government. Wo havo accordingly omitted the original clauso ll , and provided 
for the rules regarding registration in revised clauso 25 , sub - clause ( 2 ) (o ). 

Clause 11 . - Although the picamblo to the Bill as introduced referred to the 
regulation of imports and exports of rubber , thero was no clause to that effeot in 
the Bill itself . We consider that this omission should be rectified in order to mako 
the Act self- contained , even if powers aro available under the Sea Customs Aot , 
1878 , and the rocently passed Imports and Exports (Control) Act , 1947 . The clause 
follows the provisions of the latter Act. 

Olause 13 (old clause 15 ). — The clause has been recast 80 as to provide for fixation 
of minimum as well as maximum prices . As explained above , we have provided 
that the Central Goycinment should consult the Price Advisory Committee of the 
Board and not the Board as a whole. 

Clauses 14 and 15 (old clauses 16 , 17 and 19 ). - In addition to thọ remarks we 
have made above against clause 8 , we may note here that in the proviso to clause 
14 we have exempted registered owners of estates from the necessity of obtaining 
lioences for selling, and in sub - clause (4 ) of clause 15 we have provided that existing 
dealers and manufacturers should not be refused special licences (where necessary ), 
except for extraordinary reasons to be recorded in writing, 

Clauses 16 to 19 . - Old clauses 18 , 20 , 21 and 13 formally amended . 
Clauoc 20 . — Old clauses 22 to 25 have been combined and simplified . 

Clauses 21 to 25 . — Old clauses 26 , 30 , 31, 32 and 36 with a few formal or con 
sequential amendments . 

Clause 26 (old clause 28 ). — We have suggested a uniform penalty for all offencos 
under the Act . 

Clauses 27 and 28. - - Old clauses 29 and 30 slightly amended . 

Clause 29 , - - Since there is bound to be a short interval between the commence 
ment of the Act and the constitution of the Board , we have added this - clauge 
enabling the Central Government to take any emergent action that may be necessary 
during that interval. 

2 . In our view tho most important provisions of the Bill are those relating to 
the soientific development of the industry and unless an adequate organisation 
designed to this end is expeditiously established the Bill will loso much of its value . 

3. The Bill was published in Part V of the Gazette of India , dated the 11th 
January , 1947 . 

4 . We think that the Bill has not been so altered as to require republication , 
and we recommend that it be passed as now amended .

I regret I oannot reconcile myself to the proposition that State subjecte should 
not be allowed to purchase shares of companies of British India and vice versa 
unlegs congent or recognition for the particular purposo is accorded by the Central 
Government. This sort of discrimination between Stato and British India people in 
undegirable and will not he in the interest of future industrialisation of India 88 8 
whole . I can understand that in the interests of well - balanced investments in 
industrios Government may keep powers to itgolf to give consent for inquo of capital. 
In my humble opinion this ciroumstanoe does not nocessitate the embargo on the 
flow of ospital from States to British India and vice versa . 


Subfoot to a mioto of diepte 
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I am further not oonvinged that thoro should not be difforent punishmonte for 
different offences and there should be a uniform punishment for all offences 
whether major or minor , 

I also consider that the law should not payt its not too wide and try to ropo in 
persons who may have nothing to do with partioular offences enumerated in tho Bill 
without proving any aot or omission on their part, 

The plaoing of burden on the acoused without any overriding nocessity or 
justiilgation for such a course is also against the sound principles of jurisprudence. 

Moreover the provision relating to immunity of public servants is quite unnodas 
sary as the protection by ordinary law of the land is onough and no oase has been 
made out for greater protoction .

The following Bill was introduced in the Legislative Assembly on the oth 
April , 1947 : 

L . A . BILL No . 41 OF 1947 
A Bill to control the export of antiquities 


WARDAS it is expedient to mako better provision for oontrolling the export of ob 
jouts of antiquarian or historioal interest or significanoe ; 

It is heroby onaoted as follows : 

1. Short title and extent. - (1) This Aot may be called the Antiquities (Expor 
Control) Aot , 1947. 

(2 ) It extends to thewhole of British India . 

8 . Interpretation . In this Aot, unless thore is anything ropugnant in the subfoot 
or context , 

(a ) “ antiquity " inoludes 

(i) any coin , Houlpture , manusoript, opigraph , or other work of art 
or craftsmanship , 

( ii ) any article , objoot or thing detached from a building or 
08vo , 

(iii) any artiolo , objeot or thing illustrativo of soionoo, art, orafta , 
literature , religion , oustoms, morals or politios in bygone ages , 

(iv ) any artiole , objeot or thing deolared by the Central Government 
by notifioation in the offioialGazetto to be an antiquity for the purposes 

of this Aot , 
which has been in existence for not loss than one hundred years ;

8. Probibition of export.— No person shall export any antiquity except under 
the authority of a licence granted by the Coptral Government.

bited under section 19 of tho Sox Customs Aot , 1878 , and all the provisions of that Act 
shall have effạot sooordingly , exoopt ttut , tho provisions of section 183 of that Aot 
notwithstanding, any oonfisoation authorisod under that Aat shall bemade , unloss the 
Central Government, on applioation to it in suol babalf , otherwise diroots . 


8 . Penalty and procedure.-- (1 ) If any p118011 oxports or attempts to export an anti 
quity in contravention ofsootion 3 , he shall , without prejudice to any oonfiscation or 
ponalty to wbioh ho may be liable under the provisions of the Sea Customs Aot , 1878 
(VIII of 1878 ) as applied by noction 4 , be punishable with imprisonment for & torm 
which may oxtond to one month , or with fino whioh may extend to five thousand 
rupoes , or witb both . 


(2 ) No Court shall tako oognizande of an offenoe punishable under this seotion 
exoopt upon oomplaint in writing made by an officer generally or specially authorised 
in this behalf by the Contral Government , and no Court inferior to that of a Presidopoy 
Magistrato or a Magistrate of the first class shall try any huoh offonoo . 


6 . Power to determine whether or not an article is an antiquity . -- If any ques 
tion arises whethor Any artiolo , objeot or thing i: or is not an antiquity for the purposes 
of this Aot , it shall be ruforrod to the Dirootor General of Archaeology in India , and his 
dooision thoreon shall be final. 


17 . Power to make rules . - ( 1 ) The CentralGovernment may , by notifloation in tho 
offioial Gazette , make rulos to oarry out the purposes of this Aot . 


(2) In partiovlar and without prejudioo to tho gonorality of the foregoing power, 
such rules muy proyoribo the procedure for granting lioendes for tho export of antiqui. 
ties, and fix tho foos payable on applioations thorofor , 


8 . Protection of action taken under this Act. - - No suit, progoqution or othor legal 
proceeding shall lie against any porson for anything in good faith done or intended to be 
dono under this Aot . 


9 . Appliogtion of other laws not barred. The provisions of this Aot shall be in ad 
dition to , and not in derogation of, the provisions oftho Ancient Monuments Preserva 
tion Aot, 1904 (VII of 1901) or any other law for the timebeing in forge. 


STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS. 


As there has been in the past a flow of valuable objeots of antiquarian or hik 
torical interest from this oountry , it is necessury to take adequate steps by way of 
legislation to oontrol the export of sugh artioles . The present Bill is intendod to 
achieve this objeot .
